The time seems to have come when 
every good citizen of Canada should 
cast his account with circumstances 
and find where he stands) The remo- 
val of that towering figure, Laurier— 
the last grand survivor of the old 
school—leaves the two political par- 
ties free to form new alignments, re- 
vise their affirmations of faith and 
develop real issues, 

Groups and factions, rights and lefts 
and centres may cxist, but there will 
always be two great political parties in 
Canada, as in every other country in 
the world, because Liberal and Conser- 
vative represent two moulds of human 
thought which time and climate do not 
change. It foHows that the wise man 
will search his bosom carefully in the 
light of the latest events of history, 
and determine just what his gospel 
He will scrutinize the platforms close- 
ly—-whenever the parties get back to 
the platform-making stage—and will 
ask himself in all seriousness, “What! 

Am L} 
a Conservative?" Having made up his 
mind, he will choose the party nearest 
his heart's desire, giving it an intelil- 
gent and tolerably steadfast allegiance 
so long as it remains true to its prin- 
ciples.

School Trustees Are Urged to 
Have Them Inspect Rural 
Schools

It is of prime importance that | 
Sshool Trustees should avail them- 


selves of the services of the Public: 


Health Nurge, who shall next week be 


stationed in different centres of the 
province, to conduct child welfare 
| stations, and to inspect the children 
attending school, Although for years 
it has been optional with the trustees 
in rural school districts to have medi- 
cal inspection of the children attend- 
ing school, but a smail perecntage of 
the schools have ever been so inspect- 
ed. To render this service more gen- 
eral and at the same time to reduce 
the expense to schools districts, regis- | 
tered nurses, by means of a special | 
j course of instruction given at the pro- 
vinelal university, are being quabli- 
fied to do this work. In the various 
cities, towns and villages throughout 
Canada where there is an inspection 
of schools by doctors and nurses 
about 40 per cent, of the children are 
found to have ailments that are pre- | 
judicial to health. Although the legis- | 
lature did not make such inspection | 
compulsory in rural schools, it is in- 
conceivable that any Board within 
striking distance of where qa nurse-in- 
Spector tis located, will do aught else | 
except to send a request at once, that 
the school be inspected. 
Department Pays Half ] 
The Departmnet of Health is bear- 
ing about one half of the whole ex- 
pense, It trains the nurese, pays 
their salaries and living expenses, and 
the school district is asked to pay 
only a maximum of $20.00 with a 
minimum of $10.00 for such inspec- 
tion of all children attending any 
rural school, There is a heavy de- 
mand from various parts of the pro- 
vince for such inspection. There are 
only twelve such trained nurses in 
}the Province, Ten will be placed at 
particular centres and two will prob- 
‘ably be given a roving commission. 
The necessity of such inspection, may 


be illustrated by the average result | 
of such inspection in 1910 of the 
schools of ten leading cities in the 


United States where on an average of 
1000 children inspected it was found 
that there were defects and ailments 
actually injurious to heaith at the 
time of the inspection in the following 
number of children, as to teeth 415, 
throat 201, eyes 153, nose 108, glands 
118, ears 30. 
Danger of Defective Tecth, 


Professor Osler, recently address- 
ing the Academy of Medicine in Lon- 
don, @ngland. said: “If I were asked 
to say whether more physical deter- 
joration was produced by alcohol or 
py defective teeth, I should say by de- 
fective teeth.” | 

If school trustees are in any doubt | 
as to the beneficial result of the in- 
spection of their school by a nurse in- 
spector, they are advised to write to 
the secretary-treasurer of any school 
thus far inspected, There were only 
four such nurses here before quali- 
fied. They inspected a number of 
schools last year and this, among 
others, Coaldale Consolidated, Crystal 
Lake, Beaver, Pioneer, etc, near 
Lethbridge; Scottfield Consolidated,

REGISTRATION 
FOR CIVIC VOTED 
IN PROGRESS 


Some Changes Are Made in Con- 
‘ ditions From Those of Last 
Year 

Monday was the opening day of the 
three-month period during which citi- 
gers can register with the city as- 
sessor in order to secure the muni- 
cipal vote.

| Last year there were 11,000 names

jnumber of electors Now, however, 
|with many more people coming back 
‘to the city, there should be a corres- 
ponding increase jn the voters’ list 

There are some changes in the 
methods of registration allowable this 
jyear that should be noted. It is pos- 
|sible this year to secure a place in the 
| list by sending the assessor a aworn 
affidavit of qualifications entitling to 
the vote, This can be done in the 
{eases of both property owners and 
non-property owners (male as well as 
|female), as women are entitled to the 
}municipal vote in Edmonton, 

Owners Need Not Register, 
This year any person who was on 
{the list through being assessed as a 
|property owner last year, is not re- 
{quired to register again for the cur- 
jrent year This applies also to the 
| wife of a property owner who was on 
the tax rolls last year, also to the hus- 
|band of a woman who is a property 


;owner and who was assessed last 
year. 
Every person, however, who is not 


|@ property owner must register each 
|year tn order to secure the municipal 
vote, and if a property owner did not 
register last year, he or she must do 
so this year, 

| No company votes are now allowed, 
Soldiers who have returned from 
|overseas should register in the usual 
way. 


General Qualifications, 

The general qualifications for elect- 
ors are that they must be British sub- 
jects, 21 years of age, and have six 
months’ continuous residence in the 
city, 

The residence clause, however, does

SIR BARTON TAKES 
PLACE IN HORSE HISTORY. 


The performance Of Sir Barton, 
J, K, Rose's stable star has arous- 
ed a big discussion among horse. 
men throughout the American 
continent. To be able to say 
much about his performance one 
must needs have observed his 
work, but it is possible to compare 
his success with previous events 
of a similar nature. Among not- 
able accomplishments rivaling 
that of Sir Barton is that of Joh- 
ren, Harold Payne Whitney's 
horse, which won the Belmont, 
the Latonia Derby and the Sub- 
urban last year, In 1901 Com- 
mando took both the Belmont 
and the Carlton, the three year 
old event at Gravesend, In 1896 
Ben Brush won the Kentuckey 
derby, and the Latonia derby. In 
1904 Delhi took the Withers and 
Saratoga derby. In 1889 Spokane 
‘took the American derby at 
Chicago, after winning the Ken- 
tuckey derby both races being 
the real derby distance one and 
a half miles, 

As to the relative merits of 
Sir Burton and Billy Kelly, both 
of the Ross stable, that question 
is setded by their trainer Bed- 
well who says “Sir Barton is a 
great horse—a greater one than 
Billy Kelly, and he will prove 
himself far and away the greatest 
three year old of the year, if he 
stands up.” What does Bedwell 
mean by “if he stands up.” So 
far as the general public or even 
racing men knows, Sir Barton is a 
sound horse, and in fine condi- 
tion, and is in no danger of giv- 
ing away. 

In the eas, they have already 
dubbed Sir Barton another Colin, 
Regardless of .what .his .future 
performances may be, he has won 
himself ayname in horse history 
not merely beacause he has won 
the Kentuckey derby, the Preak- 
ness and the Withers inside of two 
weeks, but because of the manner 
in which he has done it. In the 
Kentuckty derby, the track was 
an elongated mitdhole, For the 
Preakness the track was lighten. 
ing fast, and for the Withers it 
was neither the’ one nor the oth- 
er. In the past there have been 
mudhorses and fast track kings, 
but Sir Barton is both, Billy Kel- 
ley as a two year old, did what 
Sir Barton has “done as a three 
year old, Possibly Billy Kelly 
might have won all the races that 
Sir Barton won, had he been a 
starter in all and  perservered, 
But then Sir Barton is a colt, and 
Blily Kelly is a gelding.

The inan chiefly responsible for the 
defection was Trotsky. «Trotsky—the 


;real man now directing Russian af- 


fairs, acting under German instruc- 
tlons—-was arrested and held in the 
internment camp at Amherst, N. &., 
on the very definite instructions of 
the British Secret Service, who knew 


; exactly who he was and what he was 


proceeding to do. They protested 
strongly against our releasing him. 
Yet our authorities released him at 
the request of someone at the British 
Embassy, Washington, acting, they 
said, on the request of someone in 
Washington, 

Let us look at the evidence as un- 
covered by the British Secret Service 
in Russia, and by the equally excellent 
U. 8, Secret Service and passed to the 
British, Originally, the British found 
through Russian associates, that Ker- 
ensky, Lenine and some lesser leaders 
were practically in German pay as 
early as 1915 and they uncovered in 
1916 the connections with Trotsky, 
then living in New York. From that 
time he was closely watched by the 
clever section of the police depart- 
ment known as the ‘Bomb Squad.” 
In the early part of 1916 a German 
official sailed for New York. British 
Intelligence Officials accompanied 
him, He was held up at Halifax; 
but on their instruction he was passed 
on with profuse apologies for the nec- 
cessary delay. After much manoeuvr- 
ing he arrived in a dirty little news- 
paper office in the slums and there 
found Trotsky, to whom he bore im- 
portant instructions, From Jiine, 1916, 
until they passed him on to the Bri- 
tish, the N. Y. Bomb Squad never lost 


touch with Trotsky. They discover- 
ed that his real name was Braunstein 
and that he was a German and not a 
Russian. 

The Career of Trotsky. 

A Russian acquaintance who re- 
cently passed through Toronto told 
me he knew him very well, suspected 
him and once as a pretext asked him 
to translate, carefully, a document in- 
to Gertnan and Russian, but his Ger- 
man was perfect, 

The U. 8. Intelligence Department 
further found that he had for years 


been in the German Secret Service in | 


Russia, In August, 1914, he had os- 
tentatiously been expelled from Ber- 
lin, He went to Paris, where he was 
soon identified asa German, He had 
to get out. Then he went to Spain, 
The Allies protested and he moved to 
the States, where he became active in 
Russian circles there and in Canada, 
Russians in western Canada say he 
was instrumental in getting over 5,000 
foreigners to sail from Vancouver and 
other ports for Russia who were 
trained and instructed for propaganda 
purposes, They were largely Germans 
and Austrians travelling as Russians. 

He organized those who remained 
behind into groups, and by this time 
enough was known to take him very 
seriously. Long before the Russian 
Revolution occurred he had announc- 
ed it in New York. He was closely 
watched and all h's speeches were 
recorded, He was identified and at a 
meeting on February 2, 1917, he was 
introduced as Mr. Bornstein. Just 
when the U, 8. was severing relations 
with Germany and war was certain, 
he started the campaign against mili- 
tarism and the doing away with the 
U. 8. Government once and forever. 
A typewritten copy of the speech was 
given to Col, Biddle, of the U. 8, army, 
who that night read it over the phone 
to Col, Van Dieman in Washington, 
Another copy went to the British Se- 
cret Service, 

On March 26, the night before he 


sajled, Trotsky addressed a large 
meeting organized by. the German 
Federation, to say farewell. The 


Bomb Squad took every word down 
through a dictaphone, and made a 
list of those present. In all 180 of 
them were to sail. Emma Goldman, 
who used to visit friends in Toronto, 
was on the platform, Trotsky explain- 
ed quite frankly and clearly that ‘they 
were going to Russia to push the Rey- 
olution as it ought to be pushed,” 

“You who stay here,” he cried, 
“must work hand in hand with the 
revolution in Russia, for only in that 
way can you accomplish revolution in 
the United States,” 

On the 8, 8. Christiania, on which 
he sailed, were several British Secret 
Service officers. On arrival at Hali- 
fax, on April 3, they reported Trotsky 
and four associates to Captain Mak- 
ing, R. N. These men were taken off 
the ship under the direction of Lieut, 
Jones, R. N. 

It is an extraordinary fact, the po- 
lice officials tell me, that these agita- 
tors, who are so bold and courageous 
on the platform, when stirring up a 
mob to rebel against authority to 
seize anything they want, are the most 
arrant cowards when they themselves 
have to face authority. Trotsky was 
no exception. He crouched and whin- 
ed and cried !n abject terror, When 
he found he was not to be shot his 
bluff returned and he protested vio- 
lently. later he assumed a religious 
alr when he objected to the house in 
which, by chance, he was temporarily 
held, He was eventually turned over 
under armed guard to the Canadian 
authorities, who placed him tn the 
internment camp at Amhers! where 
several hun‘red enemy aliens were in 
confinement, and are still there.

} quest of Kerensky, but months before 
this, British officers and one Cana- 
dian, serving in Russia, ant who could 
speak the Russian language, reported 
to London and Washington that Ker- 
ensky was in German service, Finally, 
it is said, it was done at the request 
of the British einbassy at Washington 
over the head of the British and Am- 
erican Intelligence Department; and 
that the embassy acted on the request 
of the U. 8S. State Department, who 
were acting for someone else. This is 
not the view of the U. 8, Intelligence 
Department; for they were so aston- 
‘ished that they sent one of their trust- 
fed officials to Ottawa to Investigate.

{Toronto Telegram, May 26th.

The following statement of the 
Metal Trades employees was Issued at 
1:30 this afternoon, after a_ three- 
hour session at the Engineers’ club. 

It means conceding to the de- 
mands of the strikers for an eight- 
hour day (six complete week days), 
and the principle of “collective bar- 
gaining.” 

The statement reads: 

“A meeting of Metal Trades em- 
ployers called by the Employers’ As- 
sociation and attended by both mem- 
bers and non-members took place 
this morning. 

“It was decided to leava no stone 
unturned to effect a settlement of 
the present situation, and 
represented agreed to submit the 
following proposals for settlement: 


Concessions Given 

“A 48-hour week, arranged 60 a6 
to give where possible a Saturday 
half holiday. 

“Time and one-half for all 
work over 48 hours, 

‘Double time to be paid for Sun- 
days and legal holidays. 

“The firms will show no discrimin- 
ation against men who are on strike 
whether unfon or non-union, 

“The firms recognize the principle 
of ‘collective bargaining,’ by agree- 
ing to deal with committees repre- 
senting the respective trades.” 

This statement will be submitted 
|to the conference with the Metal 
| Trades Council at the Board of Trade 
| this afternoon, and, again to a gen- 
eral meeting of strikers tonight, 
which it Is expected 
will be accepted and 
clared at an end,

A comparison with the 
year before the war {fs more striking, 
for that year securities of this class 
held aggregated only $566,986, Meane- 
while Canadian Municipal, British, 
foreign and colonial securities held 
increased almost a milion dollars to 
$14,702,000. 

A good barometer of the financlal 
standing of an institution is the rela- 
tion of readily available assets to ob- 
Iigations to the public. In the case 
of the Imperial Bank the relation is 
$68,000,000 to $96,000,000, or a ratio 
of 60 per cent. 

The strongly entrnched position of 
the bank is further demonstrated by 
the fact that an addition of $500,000 
to reserve fund account brought that 
total to $7,500,000, which {fs $600,000 
in excess of the total paid-up capital, 

The bank was able to make this lib- 
eral provision at the end of the year 
just closed because of the large bal 
ance standing at the credit of prout 
and loss account. Profits last year 
were $1,247,610, an increase of $63,- 
000 over those of the previous year. 
This amount together with the bal- 
ance brought forward from the pre- 
vious year of $1,204,000 was distribut- 
ed as follows: Reserve fund $500,000, 
Officers’ fund took $2,500, pensions 
$140,000, patriotic contributions $34,- 
0, Dominion Government War tax 
$70,000, dividends, at the rate of 12 
per cent per annum, $840,000, and a 
balance was carried forward {nto the 
current year of $865,459.
